MJLM  BE_RJ_hJ_p _ S_U_R_  V_E_Y _ CO  M_Mj  NTS  ::  Several  of  the  members 

have  commented  that  their  collecting  interests  were  not  included  in  the  new  membership 
roster  that  was  included  in  the  last  issue  of  "SCRIP  TALK".  This  questionnaire  was  sent  in 
two  previous  bulletins  and  no  reply  was  received  from  those  who  do  not  have  their  token 
collecting  interests  listed....  Incidentally,  approximately  20%  of  the  total  membership  did 
reply  and  I  suppose  that  this  is  a  fair  percentage  of  return....  Most  survey  results  that  I 
have  seen  recently  indicated  an  approximate  10%  reply  so  we  probably  have  a  fair  sampling 
with  our  20%.. .  Some  of  the  results  indicate  that  62%  of  the  NSCA  membership  also 
belong  to  other  token  and/or  numismatic  organizations...  50%  of  our  membership  are  very 
interested  in  a  possible  group  insurance  plan  to  cover  their  token  collections...  58%  of 
our  members  read  numismatic  papers  and  51%  of  our  membership  belong  to  TAMS  (Token 
and  Medal  Society)...  20%  favor  a  two  day  semi-annual  meeting  for  NSCA  while  only 
4%  favored  a  one  day  meeting...  Only  22%  of  the  membership  currently  use  the  NSCA 
brochures  to  help  in  recruiting  new  members.

W.Va.  coal  fields.  It  is  of  special  interest  because  it  notes  that  the  "Raine"  family 
(Rainelle  Supply  Co.  -  Rainelle  Dept.  Store  -  and  Duo  Supply)  were  directly  related 
to  coal  mining.  The  Town  of  Rainelle  was  also  named  after  this  coal  and  lumber 
family.

Crichton  who  lives  at  Cbanuco  has  given  us  permission 
to  print  his  remarks  given  before  the  Rainelle  Lions 
Club.] 

AN  ADDRESS  PRESENTED  TO 
MEADOW  RIVER  LIONS  CLUB 
AT  RAINELLE,  W.VA. 

NOVEMBER  30, 1937 
BY  WM.  CRICHTON,  JR. 

In  view  of  this  being  your  “coal  night,  and  after 
seeing  this  wonderful  movie  entitled  “The  Coal  Bin  of 
America,"  I  consider  it  not  only  appropriate  but  in 
order  to  mention  something  about  the  part  of  this  Coal 
Bin  of  America  within  the  territory  of  your  Club  which 
is  known  in  coal  circles  of  America  as  Greenbrier 
District. 

THE  GREENBRIER  COAL  MINING  FIELD  is  located 
principally  in  Greenbrier,  Nicholas  and  Fayette 
counties  of  West  Virginia.  Among  the  group  of  fields 
producing  high-grade  smokeless  coal  from  the 
Southern  West  Virginia  area,  this  district  is  youngest, 
as  the  first  real  attempt  at  development  was  made 
during  the  winter  of  1920  and  the  first  rail  shipment 
followed  in  1921,  except  some  tonnage  of  record  since 
1907.  Each  year  the  coal  produced  from  this  district  has 
met  with  ever  increasing  favor  as  the  large  industrial 
users  of  coal  and  the  domestic  consumers  have  become 
acquainted  with  its  particular  merit. 

SEAMS  MINED 

The  greater  poition  of  the  tonnage  that  is  being 
mined  in  this  district  comes  from  the  Sewell  Seam  with 
some  development  in  the  Beckley,  Fire  Creek,  and 
Pocahontas  Seams.  The  Sewell,  being  the  most 
accessible,  has  been  more  extensively  mined  than  the 
others;  however,  they  too  will  be  developed  as  rapidly, 
as  the  market  expands,  since  they  are  all  highclass 
smokeless  coals  com nar able  to  the  best. 

ANNUAL TONNAGE 

In  the  thirteen  years  since  1921,  when  the  first  rail 
shipment  was  made  over  the  Greenbrier  and  Eastern 
Railway,  the  production  per  annum  has  increased  from 
fifty-two  thousand  tons  mined  as  a  maximum  yearly 
tonnage.  This  large  tonnage  has  been  absorbed  partly 
at  tidewater,  where  it  was  trans-shipped  either  for 
export  to  foreign  countries,  for  bunker  coal,  or  for 
coastwise  trade;  partly  in  large  industrial  steam  plants; 
partly  by  the  railroads  for  fuel,  and  the  balance  by  the 
domestic  markets  demanding  highest  quality  from  the 
Mississippi  River  to  the  Atlantic  Seaboard. 

HIGH  QUALITIES 

GREENBRIER  COAL  is  synonymous  with  high 
quality  smokeless  coal.  In  british  Thermal  Units  it 
averages  approximately  fifteen  thousand  to  the  pound 
of  fuel,  while  the  average  ash  content  is  about  three  and 
one-h.-’f  percent.  Truly  this  shows  the  real  value  anjd 
merit  in  this  coal  and  why  the  consumer  has  demanded 
such  large  tonnages  in  the  oast.  This  uniformity  in 
heating  content  and  likewise  the  small  variance  in  the 
ash  conte.it  has  been  recognized  by  discriminating 
purchasers. 


RAILS  -  AD  FACILITIES 

The  original  railroad  tapping  this  area  was  the  Sewell 
Valley  Railroad,  to  be  followed  closely  by  the  Loop  and 
Lookout  Railroad,  both  together  extending  rail  facilities 
from  the  main  line  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad 
at  Meadow  Creek  Junction,  through  the  growing  city  of 
Rainelle  to  the  town  of  N&llen.  Then  the  Greenbrier  and 
Eastern  Railroad  was  constructed  from  a  point  near 
Rainelle  to  Johnstown  and  passing  through  mining 
camps  being  built  along  with  the  extension  of  the  rails. 
In  1926  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad,  realizing 
the  enormous  tonnage  available  of  this  high-grade 
smokeless  fuel,  purchased  the  Greenbrier  and  Eastern 
Railroad  together  with  the  others  and  followed  these 
purchases  by  making  improvements  and  extensions. 
Later,  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad  and  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  formed  a  joint  company  called 
the  Nicholas,  Fayette  and  Greenbrier  Railroad,  which 
absorbed  .the  rail  facilities  in  this  area  besides 
building  thirty-three  miles  of  new  line.  Today,  this  coal 
moves  out  by  direct  connections  to  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio,  the  New  York  Central,  and  the  Virginia  railroads, 
who  distribute  it  throughout  the  eastern  United  States 
in  ever-decreasing  time  of  transit. 

OPERATING  COMPANIES 

There  are  at  present  eleven  companies  in  this 
territory  known  as  Commercial  Mines  Producing  coal 
for  shipment  by  rail,  namely: 

(Operating  &  Sales  Companies,  Seam,  Shipping 
Point):  Beliwood  Coal  Company,  Fire  Creek,  Bellwood, 
W.Va.;  Clear  Creek  Coal  Co.,  Sewell,  Clearco,  W.Va.; 
Greenbrier  Smokeless  Coal  Co.,  Sewell,  Crichton, 
W.Va.;  Greenbrier  Fire  Creek  Coal  Co.,  Fire  Creek, 
Charmco,  W.Va.;  Imperial  Smokeless  Coal  Co.,  Sewell, 
Quinwood,  W.Va.;  Johnstown  Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  Sewell. 
Crichton,  W.Va.;  Leckie  Smokeless  Coal  Co.,  Sewell, 
At.jean,  W.Va.;  Low  Ash  Smokeless  Fuel  Co.,  Fire 
Creek,  Green  Siding,  W.Va.;  Margarette  Coal 
Corporation,  Sewell.  Marfrance,  W.Va.;  New  River  & 
Pocahontas  Consolidated  Coal  Co.,  Sewell,  Leslie, 
W.Va.;  Rane  Lumber  &  Coal  Co.,  Sewell,  Duo,  W.Va. 

These  companies  produced  in  1936,  2,051,382  tons. 
Our  beet  production  year  was  in  1930  when  we 
produced  2, 185,173  tons  and  our  worst  depression  year 
was  1932  in  which  we  produced  1 ,443,597  tons. 

There  ere  also  many  truck  mines  in  this  territory  of 
which  we  have  no  record  as  to  ownership  or  what 
tonnage  is  produced  by  them,  but  in  my  opinion  it  will 
run  anvrvhere  from  50.CCO  to  100,000  tons  annually. 

MINING  PLANTS 

Since  this  mining  field  is  young  in  years,  the  surface 
plants  built  by  the  various  companies  have  been  in  the 
latest  practice.  Thus  the  coal  tipples  have  every  modern 
device  to  properly  size,  prepare  and  treat  coal  for  the 
discriminating  markets  which  the  various  companies 
serve.  The  coal  produced  is  mined  by  the  latest 
methods  and  machinery.  It  is  thoroughly  inspected  at 
the  face  for  impurities,  is  sized  by  shaking  screens  in 
most  cases  and  run  over  picking  tables,  where  it  is 
Manually  cleaned  of  the  balance  of  the  impurities; 
then,  finally,  is  loaded  into  the  railroad  car  by  loading 
booms  which  deposit  the  coal  with  the  minimum 
amount  of  breakage.

A.  I  can  not  find  any  specific  type  -  can  a  Midwest  collector  help  on  this? 


Q:  Why  do  some  collectors  refuse  to  have  their  collection  tabulcted  for  possible  listing 
in  Edkins'  or  other  catalogs?  Is  it  because  they  hope  to  have  unlisted  material  which 
can  command  higher  prices,  or  are  they  hesitant  to  let  the  fraternity  know  what  they 
have?

A.  This  is  a  difficult  question  that  has  several  possible  answers,  (a)  No  specific  guide 
lines  have  been  set  for  the  small  collector  to  send  his  "few"  unlisted  or  varieties  to  Mr.

I  have  not  had  much  time  to  do 
visiting  since  the  Lake  Malone,  Ky. 
meeting.  The  sponsors  of  the  Blue- 
field  (WV)  Coal  Shew  offered  NSCA 
a  booth  to  display  scrip  and  generate 
enthusiasm  for  scrip  collecting.  As 
a  result,  I  have  spent  most  of  the 
past  month  planning,  designing,  and 
building  cn  exhibit  to  place  in  our 
booth . 

This  has  been  an  interesting  ex¬ 
perience  fer  someone  who  does  not

consider  himself  to  be  a  real  expert 
in  the  coal  scrip  field.  With  the 
help  cf  R.  R.  Tippy  and  the  utili¬ 
zation  of  more  than  200  very  good 
tokens,  most  of  which  I  purchased 
from  Don  Edkins  at  Huntington,  Pipe- 
stem  and  Hawks  Nest,  we  were  able 
to  put  together  something  which  should  create  a  lot  of  interest.  I  slipped  in  60  pieces  of 
lumber  scrip  also. 

C.  W.  Hall,  C.  F.  Colley,  Harry  Skaggs,  Elwocd  Maples,  Buck  Calvert,  and  Walter 
Caldwell  already  have  agreed  to  assist  me  in  manning  the  booth  during  the  three  days  of 
the  show.  Others  are  anticipated. 

Tippy  and  I  journeyed  to  Middlesboro,  Ky.  to  visit  Crawford  Blak  man  and  to  look  at 
the  Holiday  Inn's  facilities  for  the  October  National  Convention  of  NSCA.  Crawford  has 
everything  under  control,  and  we  should  have  cn  excellent  meeting.  While  in  Middles¬ 
boro,  we  visited  Jim  Cooper  and  Jack  Sharp  for  the  short  tine  we  had  remaining. 

My  only  other  trip  was  to  Memphis  for  the  one  year  checkup  on  my  recent  ear  oper¬ 
ation.  The  results  were  extremely  satisfactory.  Wc  do  not  have  c  member  in  the  Memphis 
area,  so  I  had  nobody  to  visit  there.  How  about  someone  finding  us  a  NSCA  member  for 
each  Memphis  and  Chattanooga? 

While  in  the  western  Tennessee  area,  i  took  a  short  (?)  trip  to  Morions  Gap,  Ky.  and 
Owensboro,  Ky.  Visited  with  C.  Ezell  in  Morton's  Gap  anJ  talked  with  David  Orrahood 
in  Owensboro.  David  is  working  on  a  computer  program  for  use  in  recording  his  collection. 
Since  I  have  had  a  little  experience  with  computer  activities,  I  made  c  rough  program 
layout  using  the  Edkins'  catalog  numbers  and  description  for  him.  David  has  refined  the 
total  program  considerably  and  appears  to  be  well  on  the  road  to  setting  up  for  a  major 
test  run. 

The  program,  as  conceived,  would  be  equally  adaptable  to  lumber  tokens,  street  car 
tokens  and  any  others  which  use  a  cataloging  system  similar  to  that  used  in  the  Edkins' 
catalog . 

When  the  bugs  are  removed  from  the  program,  perhaps  we  can  talk  David  into  des¬ 
cribing  the  program  at  the  May  1980  NSCA  convention. 

On  the  way  back,  I  stopped  at  the  big  flea  market  in  Nashville.  Only  found  two 
Ohio  tokens,  one  of  which  I  will  keep.  While  there  !  visited  with  Dave  Mullins  to 
discuss  final  plans  for  our  Ala .-Ga .
